POLICE AND POLICE RESERVE.

Some very justifiable resentment has been felt and expressed 
by tho regular Polica and by the Reserves themusolves at the not con- 
spicuously wise wording of a letter to the press, drawing . attention 
to vorioua local abuaea-~of the existence of which most of us were 
alrcady quite well aware. Aa haa been pointed out ino reply letter, 

- there waa no need for bringing in nny mention of theregalar polica 
at all—or, for that matter, of the Reserves, In our comment on our 
correspondent’s: letter we remarked that be was not particularly 
happy in his choice of the grievances, thst he would 
fain ventilate, inasmuch as begging .hes been very 
nearly stamped out in thia Coloay, ‘owing entirely to the 
energies of the regular police. We have since been informed autho- 
rilatively that, daring the last six months, no fewer than 186 men- 
icants bave been arrented in the Central distriot alone, of whom 18 
were broaght before a magistrate, the othera “being deported. We 
folly agree with our correspondent that the existing law shoald be 
enforced where nuisances of all sorts are concerned, but had he 

- made as close a stady of the needs, deads snd misdeeds of this 
Colony as the Telegraph, in the interests of its readers, hss been 
bound to make, ho might reslica that it is more to a policeman’a 
credit to muke a bau! of arma or to catch a notorious rogue than it 
ie to arrest a beggar or to “ move on” a loafer, 


That there aro slackers among the native police of the Colony 

no one doubts, and it is largely duo to this very. slackness that 0.2. 
coolies are allowed to defy the law by carrying bamboos or larga 
bundles on the pavements. Bat even thia kind of thing is not 
entirely attributable to elackness. Have the police, whether Euro- 
pean or Aciatio, slwaye had the sapport of the magistrates? Even 
the moet enthusiastic conatable is liable to wax cool when ho not 
only gota no thaoks bat is praotically anabbed for bringing a case 
which he bas been at tome pains to discover, We have known this 
'. happen in Hongkong, in daya gone by, Taking the Polics as a 
whole we hove no hesitation in saying, ag wo have said before, that 
no Government Department ie better managed, ond that nine-tenths 
of the neglect charged to it by thoughtless peoplo might better be 
blamed to the’ Government. Moreover, there ara very fow cities 
where eo much close personal supervision ia exeroisad by the Chief 
of Police and bis officers, or o much hurd, general work undertaken, 


Manifeatly the danger that lios in auch wording as that to which 
exception hia been taken, is that of creating strained fooling be- 
tween the regular and the auxilisry forces. Wo think too well of 
the good senas of both to believe that, in thia instanca, any suoh 
feeling would be permitted to arise; but our correspondent might 
do well to remember that it is easier to say: words than to uosay 
them. So far as we have been able to gather, the understanding 
between the two bodies of wen ia s most excellent one, The Reserves 
have taken up their work with the intention of learning from, ond 
not of teaching,’ more experienced men then themselves. ..

Acquisition of a Maritime 
Dredger. 


Taking into consideration the 
growing difficulties of access to 
the inner harbour dua to the 
constant silting up of thé road- 
stead channel, tho dopths to 
which the dredging is proposed 
to be carried, the nature of the 
mud to be removed, the oircums- 
tances of weather ard son in tho 
places of operation and alao- the 
urgency of doing the nocessary 
dredging, tho Governor of the 
province of Macao, duly authori- 
sed by His Excellency the Minl- 
ster for the Colonies, having 
heard the Harbour Adminiatra- 
tion Board, orders as tollows: 

Within the poriod of 120 
days from the date of publication 
of this ordinance in the Govern- 
ment Gazette, tenders will be 
recoived for-tho supply of one 
maritime self-propolling dredger,

So 
far as Franco is’ concerned, the 
Huddersfield and Colne Valley 
mills have fer months been busy 
tarning oat large quantitica of 
bloe-grey cloth. 

Our own Government orders 
for kheki aro now fost nearing 
completion, and for some time 
past manu‘actarera have been 
able to tora their attention to 
ordinary trade fabrics.
